Israeli forces yesterday ended the 
evacuation of a narrow 12-kilometre 
long desert strip stretching from 
the northern outskirts of the port 
city of Suez 19 the south-western 
edges of the Bitter Lakes. Ags the 
Israelis left the area U.N. forces 
took over, and the Egyptians were 
due to take contrsl by midnight 
jast night. 

Yesterday's pullback leaves Israc} 
in control of the west bank from 
8 line drawn from and including 
Jebel Gineifa to the Great Bitter 
Lake, north up to Ismailia. 

The U.N. Emergency Force was

Petrol stations 
close down in

TEL AVIV. — All but ten of the 
country’s 280 petrol stations were 
closed yesterday and last night, to 
back up the owners’ demand for 
a higher commission on sales. The 
ten stations that remained open 
belong directly to the fuel compa- 
nies, 

Station attendants turned away 
all clents, mostly drivers and taxis 
and commercial vehicles, but also 
a few stranded private car owners, 
Most drivers apparently had taken 
heed of the warning advertisements 
and stocked up the day before. 

Attendants spent the day giving 
their stations a much-needed clean- 
up. 

Israel Stricks, the secretary of 
the Association of Agents and Ser- 
vice Station owners, said yesterday 
that the stoppage was only a warn- 
ing and he hoped that the fuel 
companies and the government 
would now meet their demands, 
otherwise they would go out on 2 
general shut-down. 

The Association is demanding an 
increase in sales commission of 
about 100 per cent, while the fuel 
companies are willing to award them 
only a 15 per cent increase, accord- 
ing to the rise of the C-o-L index.

Formally, it could be argued that the proper 
time for making a major change in subsidies 
should have been the tabling of the 1974-75 bud- 
get, due in ἃ few months, On the other hand, 
several subsidies have been increased and re- 
duced during the past year without waiting 
for ἃ new budget. 

From the economic angle too, the cuts could 
as well have been or carried ont 
earlier. World commodity prices soared over 
the past two years, but seem to have passed 
their peak. There was no special reason for 
exposing Israel consumers to the full bizst of 
world mariet costs at this particularly in- 
opportune moment. 

As a matter of fact, an attempt to reduce 
the subsidies was already made a year ago, 
but it failed owing to the Histadrut'’s opposi- 
tion, A few items were indeed cut, brt aggre- 
gate subsidies payments continued at 2 rate 
Gouble the 1972-73 level, much more than 
provided for in the current budget. Moreover, 
that spending did not cover the full extent 
of the loss involved, because most of the 
stocks consumed had to be replenished at 
higher prices, 

‘Why then has Mr. Sapir dered to disregard 
the Histadrut's veto now? The answer is all 
too obvious: because the elections are over. 
The adverse fiscal and economic effects of 
food subsidies were evident enough in March 
last. Already then economists were warning 
spokesmen were agreeing 
— that subsidies tend to boost private con- 
sumption, that they cause waste and fan in- 
flation, and subsidization of commodities bene- 
fits the rich more than the poor. 

Nevertheless, the system was left intact, 
in order not to reduce the government's 
popularity, In the nine pre-war months of 1973

Sugar and candies by over 20 
well-to-do may have shared in the 
more than their due, but the people at 
must also have enjoyed it.

One may argue that this view of the Trea- 
sury’s policy exaggerates the role played by 
electoral considerations by overlooking the 
change due to the war and its aftermath. We 
may have been able to finance the advance in 
populer living stundards before Yom Kippur 
but not after it. Have not fuel and energy 
prices gone up, and some subsidies were cut 
already in November? True. But the cuts in 
frozen meat and rice subsidies amounted to 
total IL180m. then, less than one-fifth of the 
amount passed to the consumers last week. 

Some people may consider ἐξ legitimate for 
2 government to delay unpopular actions in 
order to gain elections, but such tactics can 
hardly increase the administration’s credi- 
bility. and they cannot educate the public 
abort the real situation we must mow face. 
Yhree months ago people were in a mood to 
mend their ways. Now, when asked to do that, 
they feel themselves cheated. 

They do not trust Mr. Sapir's explanations 
because he fails to explain why it has taken 
him so long to abolish subsidies if subsidiza- 
tion is a wrong policy, or — alternatively — 
why he cannot afford another IL1,000m. or so 
— ἃ small fraction of our aggregate budget 
— if subsidies are a good thing, which they 
seem to be nevertheless, since a lot of such

And yet, Mr. Sapir 
dispense with that offer if only he

To be sure, with higher food 
Prices people will not be able to recover their 
living standard of half a year ago, but melther 
are they expected to. Wnat metters now is 
that they will not be worse off. 

But the frony of the situation js that Air. 
Sapir must continue to pay lip service to the 
Co-L clause. He caunot admit to using fisco! 
Means against the hellowed, tax-exempt 
achievement of the trade unions. He must 
give a sop to the Histadrut by making the 
C-o-L, allowance even more effective. As 2 
result, people's purchesing power will probabiy 
go on riging — less than before the war, but 
more than we can now afford. And progress- 
ing inflation will be accompanied by more 
riches being made on the one side, and by 
rising social tension on the other. 

Tt is all too obvious that in an economy 
short of labour and bent upon full employ- 
ment, trade unions occupy a very strong posi- 
tion and inflationary wage pressure can only 
be prevented by judicious Incomes policy basee 
upon close cooperation between the adminis- 
tration and the public. However, a precondi- 
tion for that is mutual trust and candid dis- 
eusston of the relevant issues, both of whick 
have been woefully inadequate. 

Mr. Sapir's action ironically was better than 
his words this time. The regressive soefai tm- 
pact of the cuts im subsidies has been grossly 
exaggerated. To be sure, in low-income brackets 
food accounts for a bigger portion of the 
family budget than in higher brackets, and 
the subsidized food items for a bigger part 
yet. But so does also the C-o-L allowence. 
With this allowance soaring by about 20 per 
cent, and children and pensioners’ allowances 
also being increased, the higher food bill ought 
to be absorbed without undue hardship in 
most cases —- ff not with some spare money 
left. And the self-employed are likely to be more 
affected by the cut than the wage-earners. 

It is true that this issue should not be con- 
sidered in isolation, We are now in a process 
of readjustment in many respects. We are 
badly in need of a comprehensive, long-range 
economic policy that would cover not only 
prices and housewives’ worries, but also in- 
comes, wages, welfare, taxes and credits and 
would refer not only to the fiscal aspects — 
solely stressed by Mr. Sapir —- but also to the 
foreign trade balance. But for that we are 
still looking in vain.

TERDAY'S shutdown of 
the country's fuel stations 
was designed to focus attention 
upon the demands of the station 
owners for larger commissions. 
But indirectly it also highlight- 
ed the travails of vehicle owners. 
The price of fuel, repairs and 
spare parts ‘have shot up so 
drastically that many people 
who believed they could afford 
to own private vehicles must 
think again, or at least think 
more carefully ahout the use 
they make of them.
